The term extra-cellular pathogenic organism is used herein to denote any extra-cellular pathogen 
that causes a disease in a vertebrate, including bacterial, prokaryotic, protozoal and fungal 
species. Specific examples of extra-cellular pathogens to which the method of the invention may 
be applied include bacteria such as Mycobacteria M ycobacteria sp., notably M Bovis MBovis 
and M Tub e rculosis M Tuberculosis , H e licobact e r Helicobacter sp., Str e ptococcus Streptococcus 
sp., Trypanasoma sp., Mycoplasma Mycoplasma sp.; and prokaryotic pathogens such as 
Esch e richia sp Escherichia sp. , notably E coli E coli, and Salmon e lla Salmonella sp., notably S 
typhimurium S typhimurium . 
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
